In 1965 tne International Association for the 
Evaluation of Educational Achieveaent (lEA) inaugurated a 
cro86*national survey of achieveaent in six subjects: Science, 
Beading Coaprehension, literature, English as a Foreign Language, 
French as a Foreign Language, and Civic Education. The overall aia of 
the project was to use international tests in order to relate student 
achieveaent and attitudes to instructional, social, and econoaic 
factors, and froa the results to establish generalizations of value 
to policy aakers worldwide. Contained here are an affective 
questionnaire, a background questionnaire, and a questionnaire 
designed to deteraine the students' conception of how society works 
for students of Civics at populations I, II, I?. Population I 
consists of students aged 10 to 11 years; population II, 14 to 15 
years; and population IV, students enrolled in the final year of 
pre-university training.
